I have experienced in my domestic life, 
bnt no»e know them all." 


With regard to the story as to the 


troubles about money, Chief Engineer 
Able, an intimate friend, said: "Ac- 
cording to the regulations, of tbe navy, 
an officer at sea can only allow his wife 
one-half of his salary.

Incidents *f the Becovrrjr of the 


Larceaah* Bodlea). • 


The funeral interment of the Lar- 


comb* bodies took place yesterday after- 
noon at two o'clock, and many sympa- 
thizing friends followed the remains to 
the grave. The circumstances of the 
finding ef both bodies were peculiar and 
peculiarly sad. The body of the boy 
was first discovered inside a boom 
nearly opposite Fogus' new mill, and 
two hours after tbe body of the fathur 
was recovered from a boom belonging to 
Nate Kendall, situated up near the 
swimming grounds. From the condi- 
tion of the bodies wheu fonnd, it was 
evident that when the father and son 
fell in the water, they grasped each 
other in a death grasp, the father with 
a frantic clutch. 
Such, at least is the 


supposition of oompetent autnorities. 
The bodies must' have drifted down the 
stream for quite a distance until the re- 
cent rise of high water, consequent on 
the rainfall, wheu, the clasped bodies 
from knocking against tbe rocks and 
banks parted front each other, and were 
recovered within a half mile of each 
other. It is curious that a bourn caught 
the bedies in both instances; and it en- 
tirely upsets (he theory long prevalent 
about Lake Tahoe and Truckee river 
water that drowned bodies never rise to 
their surface. A JOUBNAI, reporter was 
present at the spot when both bodies 
were recovered from the water, and both 
of them were floating. The booms con- 
and logs and it is a wonder how the 
tained quite an amount of floating chips 
and logs aud is is a wonder how the 
bodies 
could have been distinguish 


among the floating debris. They looked 
exactly like pieces of timber aud owing 
to the discoloration of the ulothing by 
long immersion in water, it would ordi- 
narily take an expert to distinguished a 
human -body. Their recognition was 
nolely due to th* fnct that proprietors of 
the booms use a rake to drag in the de- 
bris. 
The heaviness of the bodies at- 


tracted attention and resulted m their 
being reaoguized. When the boy was 
first found between the two bridges, the 
news spread like wildfire throughout 
the entire town. Before fifteen min- 
utes had elapsed, at least twenty men, 
woman and children were assembled on 
the river bauk awaiting th* arrival of 
the Coroner. It was a sad sight—there 
was the little nine-year-old boy lying 
face downward in too water, with his 
clothes ou and a pair of shoes. Every 
portion of his body that was unpro- 
tected by clothing was remorselesly 
attacked by the fishes and birds. Tbe 
body of Mr. Larcombe was in a similar 
state and was fonud in tbo upper boom. 
Tbe thoughtful kindness of iriende and 
relatives prevented Mrs. Larcoinbe from 
viewing the remains of her loved ones, 
though sha insisted to the last on being 
allowed that privilege. Asa bystander 
appositely remarked: "As huunau be- 
ings we are doomed to death. Wbeu 
our loved ones die under repugnant cir- 
cumstances and thfcir remains are un- 
pleasant to the senses, it is fur greater 
charity to restrict tho mother to her last 
view of her child, and .not permit her to 
witness the destruction of the grave. 
Let her cherish in the memory the image 
of her boy or girl as she last saw and 
kissed them." 


Yesterday afternoon while Mamie 


Perkins, the six-year-old daughter of 
George E. Perkins, was playing on the 
sidewalk, in front of her father's store,' 
on the corner of Second and Virginia 
streets, she dropped a five-cent piece 
aid while stooping to pick it up, a large 
deg belonging to Matt Parrott, the gun- 
smith, rushed up and bit the child in 
the right forearm, quit* severely. Tbe 
marks ef the dag's teeth show that he 
bit quite deep. Dr. Bishop was called 
in and he looked after the little girl's 
safety. The dog's days are aumbned, 
as they ought to be.
